- We hasten to lay before the read- 
ers of the Tropic the latest news from 
Mexico. The Water Witch, Capt 
Tennis, left Vera Cruz.on the 5th inst. 
and arrived bere between five ond 
six thismorning: it seems that, alter 
all the gasconading despatches of the 
Mexican. Minister, a -declaraticn of 
war is now very doubtlul. 

Our prompt and intelligent corres- 
pondent tells the whole story. 

Vera Cruz, 4th Aug. 1845. 

Dear Sirs: 1 last had this pleasure, 
per Relampage, which left here on 
the 234 ult; no arrivals have since ta- 
ken plhce from your port. 

ve election of anew President 
commenced on the 1st inst., for which 
there are fouf “candidates—say, Gen. 
Herrera, President ad interim, Gen. 
Almonte, ex Minister at Washington. 
Gomez, Farias, and die other whose 
name has escaped my memory; the 
Presidency, however, seems to lie be- 
tween the two former. one of whom 
it is supposed will be the successful 
candidate. 

Almonte has offered his services to 
Government in the approaching cam- 
paign against Texas, but | rather 
think it is more a ‘ruse de guerra’ to 
help. him to the Presidency than any 
greut desire he has got to have a brush 
with Texas—or, as I ought to say now, 
the United States. 

H. B. M. brig-of-war Persian, ar- 
rived here on thé 27th ult. in seven 
days from Galveston, bringing the 
news of the annexation of Texas be- 
ing confirmed by the delegates called 
together for that purpose by President 
Jones—and also that a body of Uni- 
ted States troops, say about 4,000 
men, were expected at Gilveston, in 

course of a few days. 

It wpprers that our Government is 
in no hurryto declare war against the 
United States, or at any rate, it seems 
to be the general opinion that she will 
merely attempt to re-conquer Texas 
without making any declaration of 
war. Of course, the news by the 
Persian caused a great excitement 
throughout the country. The Minis- 
try has presented on act to the two 
chambers for their deliberation.

LATE FROM OREGON ANDCALI- 
FORNIA. 


The Western Expositor of the 16th 
inst., hae later accounts from Oregon 
and California. A company arrived at 
Independence on Monday iest, part of 
whom were from Oregon, and the others 
from California. The parties met in the 
wilderness on their way in. Mr. J. M. 
Shively informed the editor of the Expos. 
itor that he left Oregon on the 19h of 
April last. 

He stites that the seitlers have a fine 
prospect for an abundant crop this year; 
and that they were making ample prep. 
arations to have everything necessary for 
the emigration which went out the pres. 
ent year. He informs us that he met the 
advance party of the Oregon emigrants 
who went out this year, oo the Sth of Ju- 
ly last. at Green river, about 260 miles 
this side of Fort Hall. The emigrants 
were traveling in detached parties, the 
‘ast of whom he met only one day's trav 
el beyond, Fort Laramie. Nothing had 
occurred to them on their route worthy 
of particular notice. They were all wel! 
supplied with an abundance of provisions 
und their stock and teams had stood the 
‘rip exceedingly well «ith the eacepton 
of their horses. . These, he states, were 
poor, and seemed much jaded and ex- 
hageted. There wre no sickness of any 
kind amongst the emigrants, He states 
that the number of catt'e was immense! 
The omigrents numbered about 2,375 
<ouls, large and small. 

Owing to recent disturbances in Ore- 
gon with the Waliawalla indians. it was 
anticipated that the emigrants would he 
harrassed by them on their route. They 
were advised, however, of this aotic'pated 
attack, and intended gathering at Fort 
Hell in sufficient numbers to repel any 
ittack that might be meditated agains! 
them. Mr. Shively is of opinion that the 
settlers in Oregon will have disturbances 
with the [odiane during the coming wio- 
ter, bot nothing serious was apprehended 
from this expecied outbreak. 

He states that many of the settlers are 
in favor of organizing an independent 
government. thinking themselves too far 
from the United States for protection. 
unless the American government would 
act with more promptnecs and decision 
than it has donc heretofore. 

Moj. M. Harris, better known here as 
‘black Harris,’ was in Oregon, and en- 
gaged in hunting a better road than the 
one now travelled from Fort Hall to Ores 
gon City. 

Mr. Shively brought a large number 
of letters for the different sections of the 
United States. 

Calijornia.—From Mr. Sappington. 
who ieft California on the 4th of Apri! 
‘ast, we have confirmation of the account 
af the recent revolution which has been 
published heretofore. The citizens of the 
country have sprointed a Governor of 
their own, but it was anticipated that a. 
nother revolution would soon take place, 
and that the aid government would be re- 
established. He brings no other pews of 
particular importance. 

A letter received by a gentleman - of 
New York, from his correspondent at 
Monterey, contains the following informa- 
tion. The letier is dated on the 20th of 
March, and, although not so late as that 
which reaches us by the inland route, fills 
up @ gep in our intelligence from Califor. 
nia. ‘The writer says: 

No doubt you will be anxious to know 
the resu'tof the revolution in California. 
which has terminated in the followieg 
manoer. 

A few days after you sailed from this 
port. Gen. Sutter joined the governmen: 
against Castro, with ninety rifleman and 
eighty lodians. Castro, aware that his 
force was inferior, left immediately for 
the south. The general marched afte: 
him, and near the Puebla de los Angeles. 
he was attacked by six hundred Califor 
nians and fifty foreigners. ‘They ex- 
changed a few shots from their cannon; 
‘ut the Geceral, tgking into considera- 
tion the advantages the Californians hac 
over him, being all mounted on horse- 
back, and without money or. means to 
support his troops, he surrendered, and 
complied with their wishes.

INTERESTING FROM IRELAND 
Particulars of the dseadful affair al 

Ballinhassig Fair, §c.— siale 

of Ireland, | 

The unusually quick passage of the 
Cambria from liverpool has put us in 
possession of foreign hewsa day or 
two earlier thon we expected. We 
gave yesterday some brief extracts 
and made allusions to the dreadful af- 
fair,” at Ballinhassig Fair, in Ireland. 
as one that had created considerable 
excitement. In the Cork Reporter we 
find the periiculars of that affuir and 
give it as interesting to the public. 

“There is an annual fair held in the 
village of Ballinhassig on the 30th of 
June, which ts usur! well attended 
by all the farmers and people in that 

rict, and it is customary to send wu 
small police force to the fuir in order 
to keep order. 

About half-past 7 o’clock, when the 
business of the fuir had concluded, a 
number of persons remained near the 
fair field, and about the little village. 
A party of police, 19 in number, under 
the command of Mr. Kelly, sub-in- 
spector at Kinsale, were stationed 
near the crossroad. At one side of 
this spot, is a public house, kept by a 
person Callahan, and at the 
other side of the road running paraiiel 
with it, is a low slated house used asa 
dispergiry. Two persons’ in the 
crowd, from the neighborhood of Ad- 
amstown, whose names are Sullivan 
and Neale, began to quarrel, and oth- 
ers having interfered, the police felt it 
their duty to arrest one of the princi- 
pals, Sullivan, and immediately on 


their doing so, ope or two mischievous 


called out in Irish—*Don't let 
im with them.” of a dis- 
position to rescue Sullivan having 
thus become perceptible, the police re- 
tued with their prisoner to the dispen- 
sary. Here some stone throwing oc- 
turred. Some shots having been fir- 
ed,a number of the country people got 
into xn garden behind the dispensary, 
tnd threw stones on the roof, until 
they had smashed in two or three pla- 
ces The police, in the meantime, fir- 
td from the window and door, with 
deadly effect. There was no magis 
no riot act read; no 
rhing to the people to desist; no 
attempt made to disperse them by a 
bayonet charge, or a volley of Blank 
cartridge, At the first fite’ several 
fell, the police then camé out; some 
of them fired again, atid again return- 
*d,and the whole patty again 


rushed out, and the people having by 
thio ran in they 
tarned. up by the bridge in the direc: 
tion of their barracks. When they 
went from the dispensary, a small bo- 
dy people followed them: «nd 
though no attack was attempted, one 
or twa of the police turned round,and 
again fired with the same aim and ef- 
fect that signalized their previous pro- 
ceedings. 

The coridition of some of the woun- 
ded is thus described: 

“On a heap of. potatoes in the cor- 
her, resting on the lap of an aged wo- 
man, lay v@ hody of a fine athletic 
man, his clothes open, and his ches' 
covered with bleod; three or four wo- 
men were collected about—a group 
of men surrounded, him, and only » 
hollow moan from the females occa- 
sionally broke the silence of the house 
of mourning. In less than a minute 
he had: ceased to exist, and this an- 
aouncement of the melancholy trut! 
seemed the signal for a burst of that 
anguish only the Irish peasant can ex: 
press, when involved in such absorb 
ing sorrow. The wailing of his moth- 
er defies all description; she tore her 
hair, beat her head with her clanched 
hands and seemed to grasp the lifeless 
clay with a tenacity-—hoping against 
hope— which could nat fail to make an 
endeavoring and sorrowful impression 
on all who witnessed it. The name 
of the deceased was Jeremiah Coghlen 
he lived at Skehanagh, was a small far- 
mer, and left besides his aged mother. 
a wife and one child to bewail his sad 
and untimely fate. The bullet enter- 
ed at his back, and pasging through 
the lungs, came out at the left side.” 

“From this we proceeded with all 
expedition to Adamstown, whei< 
some of the most dangerous cases had 
been removed to their own houses.—- 
At the house of Maurice Crokran 
whom we found lying on a bed almos! 
in the agonies of death, his wife and 
four small children were screaming ot 
the bed side, and a crowd of neighbors 
blocked up the single apartment of his 
wretched and cheerless habitation.— 
His case was quite hopeless.” 

“We next came to a house where, 
indeed a most afflicting spectacle a- 
waited us. The woman of the house. 
Johanna Holland, aged 23, and latels 
married, was shot dead near the bridge 
in the village, after the police had left 
the dispensary. Her mangled corpse 
was lying on a table facing the door. 
and a vast crowd, principally females. 
thronged the house, which from its 
general appearance | should say be. 
longed to a comfortable farmer. On 
examination it was found that the bal 
entered at the back, and — be. 
tween the shoulders through the lungs. 
caused instantaneous death. The de 
cease wasa very respectable, quiet 
woman, and was by mere acciden! 
passing through the village on hes 
way home at the moment of the un- 
toward event which brought her too 
premature grave. 

‘A powerful young man named Corne. 
lius Forde, who resided at Ballynavohee. 
is shot dvad throtgh the chest, and a man 
named Charles M’Carthy, who resided 
at Ballyheeds, ahd has left a wife and 
four young children, is also shot dead 
and has been carried to a distance by his 
friends. He was shot at the door of s 
man named M Carthy, a cousin of his, 
uoder circumsiances ‘vhich woule show 
the act to be of the most aggravated char 
acter. A man damed Deasy is a'so sta- 
ted to be so dangerously wounded as tha’ 
his death is hourly expected. 

There is & policeman named Dawson. 
rather severely ‘hurt. He has three cuts 
on his head from stones, and his lip » 
split; but dothing more serious. 

Altogether there were eight killed and 
many wounded. A number of other 
touching cases are mentioned of suffering 
wounded and dying from this affiay. 
which we have not room to detail. 


ANTI-RENT MURDER! 


Deputy if O. N. Stecle Inhumanly 
Butchered!'—Our county bas been th: 
scene of a most brutal murder, which oc~ 
curred yesterday in the town of Andes. 

The Sheriff « few dave since endeav 
ored w sell some property helongiog to 
Mowes Earle, of Andes, which he had 
levied upon by virtue of a disireses war. 
rant. Not being able to obiain bidders. 
(owing to the threats, &c. of the Anti 
Renters,) he adjourned the sale till yee 
terday, wheo he proceedd to Earle's. 
accompanied b¥ Deputy-Sheriff O. N 
Sieele, P. P. Wright Esq. and Constable 
KH. S. Edgerton. Upon arriving on the 
ground, at about 10 o'clock in the moru- 
ing, there were several spectators there. 
The Sheriff endeavored to have the mat- 
ter settled, without a sale, but Earle said 
he would not seitle it, but would fight i 
at the hardest. In about half on hour 
Indians Segadn to appear, armec with ris 
fles; and at about half past twelve, they 
commenced marching out of the wonds 
There were about one hundred and fifty. 
The ladiwns formed a hollow squar 
around the cattle, and placed a platoon a: 
the bars, forbidding the citizens entering 
the field. Mr. Wright requested the 
‘Sheriff to diive the property ito the road 
where the bidders weré, or adjourn the 
sale. The Sheriff endeavored tu get the 
property to the road, atid while duing so. 


Mr. Wright forced & passage through th: 


ile of lodians into the aod was fol 
lowed by Staele and Edgerton. The 
‘‘chief™ ordered the Indidns to “shoot the 


horses.” The sty was taken up by the 


Indtans—“sheot the horses’’—*shoo! 
him—shoot him.” Edgerton spoke at 
the top of his soiee, and commanded the: 
peace, Calling on all petsons to assist him 
in preserving the peace. A volley was 
discharged Indians, and Edgerton’s 
horse was in the breast. immedi- 
ately @ sécond volley was fired, when 
Steele fell, mortally wounded. His horse 
expired ina féw mibiites; Edgerton'’s was 
killeG jnstantiv. Steele was taken to the 
house, when it was found that three balls 
had taken effect, one in the cheat, anoth- 
erin the bowel&, and the third on the 
right arm. 

He survived till about 8 o'clock, being 
im excruciating ngony all the time, when 
he expired. His wife and friends arrived 
a few moments befure his death, in time 
to bid him the last adieu on earth. An 
inquest is now being held at the Court 
House, before C. E. Perry, Esq. Coroner. 

We ondersiand that one of the false- 
hoods set afloat by the Anti Renters to 
counteract the effect caiculated to be pro- 
luced by their murder is, that Steele and 
Edgerton fired upon the Indians first, and 
that Mr Wright fired after the Indians 
had done so. This is all false. Neither 
Mr Wright oor Mr Edgerton fired at all : 
Mr Steele fired once afier he was wounded. 

We have no heart to commem. a 
present upon this inhuman murder. Our 
citizens feel deeply the sad affliction by 
which one of their number, beloved and 
respecied by all, has been cut off in the 
prime of life, while faithfully performing 
his duty as a public officer. 

Our young frierd has faller a sacrifice 
to the spirit of rebellion and worse than 
heathenish barbarism that has been for 
some time spreading in our once peace- 
ful County.—But with his untimely death 
hes sprung up a fire that will not be 
subdued till the last vestige of that hel- 
lish system is obliterated.
